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The flooding problem has been held at bay 
in the Heart of Lakes Subdivision, as a joint 
effort between homeowners and township of- 
ficials secured two cross pipes and a ditch to 
channel the water-overflow in the low-lying 
area. "The residents contributed a brilliant 
effort in the project to straighten out their 
situation," stated Dick Harlan, township 
clerk. . 

According to Harlan, the residents helped 
by digging a ditch to channel the water 
across Mallard Ave., and the township put in 
cross pipes under the road to aid the water 
drainage. Representatives from the sub- 
division attended the May 8 township board 
meeting and thanked the board for their 
help. "You do a real good job," Hobert Axen 
said of the township officials. 

Also, . the secretary of the subdivision 
resident's association, asked the board for 
their cooperation in another problem they 
were experiencing near ttieuTGrassLake 
property. "We can't get our boats in," Luan- 
ne Lukaszewski said. "The channel is filled 
up so that it is impassible." 



TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR Jim Fields 
stated that he would write to the state to try 
and get help for the residents. "The area in 
question belongs to the state," Axen pointed 
out. "We just want to know what process we 
have to go through to get the place cleaned 
out." . 

One of the problems that happens if the 
cleaning can be done is that of dumping the 
sludge. "The channels in this area all are suf- 
fering from being clogged," stated board 
member Dave Heath. "Then the state won't 
let you dump the sludge just anywhere 
because of the possibility of bacteria," he ad- 
ded. 

In other activity, Harlan reported on the 
success of a new investment strategy. "We 
are investing more money for a shorter 
period of time, thus getting better return," 
he stated. Fields added that the township is 
holding off on paying some of their bills. 
"Everyone else waits to pay bills so why, not 
us?'; Fields said. "Besides, it gives a little 
more time for the money to earn interest."

Skidmore said a fall or 
early winte completion is ex- 
pected.

A dentist puts braces on a 
child's teeth to straighten 
them ar correct dental han- 
dicaps. But braces make 
teeth harder to clean, can 
actas food traps and thus in- 
crease the chance of tooth 
decay. But this can easily be 
overcome. One of the best 
methods of cleaning debris 
from braced teeth is the oral 
irrigator - an electric device 
which directs a pulsating 
stream of water onto the 
teeth. 

Dental researchers at 
Loyola University tested this 
premise. Braced youngsters 
were divided into equal 
groups. The first, brushed 
their teeth after each meat, 
then used an oral Irrigator 
once a day. The second 
group also brushed but 
followed with a simple rin- 
sing.
